Wabhikgtok, June 27.—The national 
democratic committee and the notifica- 
tion committee appointed by the late 
democratic convention to notify the 
president and Allen G. Thunnan of tlieir 
nomination for president and vice-presi- 
dent, accompanied by the Oolumbia 
democratic club of the District of Co- 
lumbia, met at the Arlington hotel at 
1:30 o'clock yesterday and forming in 
pairs marched to the white house. 


They were ashered into the east room 
and ranged themselves in a circle in the 
south end of the room. Palms filled all 
the windows and alcoves in that portion 
of the room and potted plants decorated 
the mantels, The president was notified 
of their arrival and descended to the 
east room, accompanied by Mrs. Cleve- 
land, the Rev. William J. Cleveland, the 
president's brother, and wife, of Forest 
Port, N. Y.; Mrs. W. E. Ho^, the pres- 
ident's sister, of Fayetville; Mr. and 
Mrs. Lamont, Mrs. W. S. Bissell, of 
Bufialo, all of whom were present at the 
notitication of his first nomination; Mr. 
Bayard, Mr. and Mrs. Fairchild, Mr. 
and Mrs. Whitney, Mrs. Endicott, Mr. 
Yilas, Mr. and Mrs. Dickenson, Mr. 
Benjamin Folson and Speaker Carlisle. 
Their approach was the signal for a 
general clapping of hands on the part 
of the visitors, and as soon as the party 
had taken their places Gen. Patrick Col- 
lins stepped forward and addressed the 
president. 
'Mr. Cleveland: 


W<' come B3 a committee authorized 
and instructed by the nationiil demo 
cratic convention recently held at St. 
Louis to convey formal notice of its ac- 
tion in naming you for the office of presi- 
dent of the United States for the next 
four years. It would ill become the oc- 
casion to express at length the full 
meaning and significance of that assem- 
bly. 
Its expression will be found and 
beard eisewhere and otherwise from now 
till that day in November when this free 
and intelligent people will accord their 
approval of your great service as chief 
magistrata 
We beg to congratulate 
you upon this hearty and unanimous in- 
dorsement of your cocrse as preside t, 
by the great historic party to which in 
all the days of your manhood you have 
belonged, and congratulate the country 
upon the assured continuance of your 
wise, just and patriotic administration." 


Upon concluding his remarks Mr. Ccl- 
linn introduced Mr. Charles D. Jacob, of 
Kentucky, who read the letter of no- 
tification. 


The letter was signed by all the mem- 
bers of the committee. 


Mr. Thomas Pettit, secretary of the 
notification committee, then presented 
Mr. Cleveland with a handsomely en- 
grossed copy of the platform adopted at 
the national democratic convention. 


The president, in reply, s.dd: "I can- 
not but be profoundly Impressed when 
I see about me the messengers of the 
national democracy, bearing its sum- 
mons to duty. 
The political party to 
which I owe allegiaace both honors and 
commands me. 
It places in my hand 
its proud standard, and bids me bear it 
hign at the front in a battle which it 
wages bravely 
because 
conscious of 
right, confidently because its trust is in 
the people and soberlf because it com- 
prehends the obligations which success 
imposes. 
The message which you 
bring awakens within me the Uveliest 
sense of personal gratitude and satis- 
faction, and the honor which you tender 
me is in itself so great that there might 
well be no more room for any other sen- 
timent. And yet I cannot rid myself of 
grave and serious thoughts when I re- 
member that party supremacy is not 
alone involved in the conflict which 
presses upon us, but that we struggle to 
secure'and save the cherished institu- 
tions. the welfare and happiness of a na- 
tion of freemen. 


"Familiarity 
with 
the great office 
which I hold has out added to my ap- 
prehension of its sacred character and 
the consecration demanded of him who 
assumes its immense responsibilities. It 
is the repository of the people's will and 
power. 
Within its vision should be the 
protection and welfare of the humblest 
citizen; and with quick ear it stiouid 
catt'h from the remotiMt corner of the land 
the plea of the people for justicu an i 
for right. For the sake of the people he 
wi.o holds this office of theirs shoulu 
resist every encroachment npon its legit 
imate function; and for the sake of the 
integrity and nsetulness of the office it 
siiould be kept near the people and be 
administered in full sympathy with 
their wants and needs. 


"This occasion reminds me most viv- 
idly ot the scene when four years ago I 
received a message from my party sim 
ilar to that which you now deliver. With 
all that has passed since that day I cau 
truly say that the feeling of awe with 
which I heard t>ie summons then is in- 
tensified many fold when it is repeated 
now. 
Four years ago I knew that «ur 
chief executive office if not carefully 
guarded might drift, little by little, away 
Irom the people to whom it belonged, 
ond become a j^rversion of all it ought 
to be; but I ¿ d not know how much 
its moorings had already been loosened. 


"I knew four years ago how wall de- 
vised were the principles of true democ- 
raej for the successful operation of 
a 
government by the people and for the 
people; but I did not know how abso- 
lutely necessary their anplioation then 
was for the restoration to the people of 
their safety and prosperity. I knew 
then that abuses and extravagances had 
crept into the management of the public 
affairs; but I did not know their numer- 
ous forms nor the the tenacity of their 
grasp. I knew then something of the 
bitterness of partisan obstruction; but I 
did not know how bitter, how reckless 
and hew shameless it could be. I knew, 
too, ta at the American people were pa- 
triotic and just; but I did not know how 
grandly they loved their country, nor 
how noble and generous they were. 
I 
shall not dwell npon the acts and the 
policy of the administration now draw- 
ing to a close. Its record is open to 
every citiaen of the land. And yet I 
will not be denied the privilege of as- 
serting at this time that in the exercise 
of the functions of the high trust con- 
fided to me, I have yielded obedience 
only to the constitution and the solemn 
obligation of my oath of office. 


"I have done those things, which in 
the light of the nnderstanding God has 
given me, seemed most conducive to the 
welfare of my countrymen and the pro- 
motion of good government I would not 
if I could for myself nor for you, avoid 
a single consequence of a fair interpreta- 
tion of my course. 


"It but remains for me to say to you, 
and through you to the democracy of 
the nation, that I accept the nomination 
with which they have honored me. and 
that I will in due time signify such ac- 
ceptance in the usual formal manner." 


The president's remarks were made in 
an earnest and emphatic manner, and 
were frequently interrupted with ap- 
plause. This closed the speech making 
and then all present proceeded to the 
state dining room and partook of light 
refreshments. Afterward the committee 
became the guests of the Columbia club 
and were driven about the city.

The 
engine, baggage car, postal car and two 
passenger cars and one sleeper were 
made a total wreck.

Morgan, Firaman Sitm Williams and two 
tramps were killed. 
Mail Agent Davis 
was dangerously hurt, and Baggage 
Master Taylor and four passengers wye 
slightly injured. 
These are all the 
casualties reported. 
The bridge was 
over a small stream and was undermined 
by a heavy rain.

killed and 
wounded were taken to Mobile.

1,600 people were drowned at Leon. 
Over 1,000 bodies have already been re- 
covered, In some districts the drifting 
water is full of dead bodies fioating as 
thick as driftwood and the stench per- 
vading is frightful.

WABHiNaTOH, June 27.—When Mlllii 
called up the tariff bill to-day, KeUey, of 
Pennsylvania, suggested, on his own in- 
dividual responsibility, as a mecma of 
expediting the adjournment, that the 
tariff bill be laid aside until next session, 
its fate to depend npon the result of the 
November election a, and that the sur- 
plus be kept down by the entire repeal 
the tobacco tax. Mills rejected the 
suggestion and made a counter proposal 
that the republicans fix an early day for 
the final vote. Reed, of Maine, declar-
